PEM’s spectacular 


transformation reaffirms 


its founders’ vision 


By Dan L. Monroe 


The Peabody Essex Museum in Salem, Massachusetts, 
is one of the oldest museums in the country and the 
first in New England. It was opened in 1799, just six- 
teen years after the founding of the nation, and 
nearly three quarters of a century before the estab- 
lishment of the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York and the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston. The 
museum has recently completed a $125 million 
transformation, reaffirming the vision of its founders. 


The museum was the inspiration of 
local entrepreneurs who collected 
works of art and culture from their mar- 
itime ventures overseas. Convinced that 
America must take its place among the 
world’s great nations, they established a 
museum to display their treasures and 
increase knowledge and appreciation 
of art and cultures dramatically dif- 
ferent from their own. To this end, 
they provided visitors with experi- 
ences that engendered interna- 
tional perspectives rare for their 
time. 


By 1821, the museum founders rec- 
ognized the need to pay homage to 
their own history and began to collect 
American art and material culture from 
New England. Historically minded propo- 
nents of the museum served as pioneers in 


our nation's preservation movement by later 
expanding to include architectural elements and 
buildings, the first being the John Ward House in 
1910. As a result, now more than twenty historic 
properties, including four National Historic Landmark 
buildings, offer period house installations from three 
centuries. Toward the end of the nineteenth century, 
John Robinson, with the museum's director Edward 
Sylvester Morse, began the first systematic collection 
of maritime art and culture, making 
the Peabody Essex the first museum 
in the nation to do so. 


Generations of dedicated collectors, 
scholars, staff, and trustees have contin- 
ued to build the collections in keeping 

with the changing ideas, values, and 

conditions of our country. The col- 
lections they amassed are excep- 
tional for their provenance, age, 
quality, and significance, and 
include art from China, Japan, 
Korea, and India; Oceanic and 
Native American art; African 
and African American art; 
American decorative art, folk art, 
portraits, and costumes; maritime 
art; photography; and architecture 
and design.

Though these holdings are of superlative quality and 
scope, the majority of them have never been ade- 
quately displayed. For the first time in its history, the 
Peabody Essex Museum will be able to showcase all 
of its collections, some of which are among the finest 
of their kind in the nation. 


The building, which opened June 21, 2003, was 
designed by world-renowned architect Moshe 
Safdie. Twenty-six new or redesigned galleries, 
encompassing 250,000 square feet, feature the 
museum’s collections, some of which are highlighted 
in the following articles. In addition, the 200-year-old 
Yin Yu Tang merchant's house from rural China has 
been reassembled and is presented as part of the 
transformed museum. The museum now has one of 
the largest suites of galleries on the East Coast dedi- 
cated solely to changing exhibitions, along with a 
new 190-seat auditorium and a spacious art educa- 
tion center called Idea Studios. 


The new Peabody Essex Museum integrates art and 
culture in ways not found elsewhere. To view the 
expanded and improved museum and collections, 
visit daily 10 a.m. to 5 p.m., Thursday 10 a.m. to 9 
p.m.

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New maritime galleries 


present art, culture, 


and 


wonder inspired by the sea

The Peabody Essex Museum has been collecting 
maritime art and objects from America, Europe, and 
around the world for over 200 years. Today, the 
museum holds a rich collection of paintings and 
prints, as well as ship models, navigational instru- 
ments, scrimshaw, and other objects reflecting life at 
sea. The museum's maritime art and history installa- 
tions are now housed both in the new 2003 galleries 
designed by Moshe Safdie and in the renovated East 
India Marine Hall galleries built in 1825. Return visi- 
tors to the museum will immediately notice a fresh 
approach to the collection, which emphasizes art 
and objects that exhibit the distinctive media and 
motifs used by those who drew artistic inspiration 
from the sea and recognized it as a force for cross- 
cultural vitality. Both galleries feature some of the 
signature holdings of the museum plus artifacts that 
have rarely if ever been exhibited. 


Art and objects that reflect the maritime experience 
regularly emphasize adventure, technical challenges, 
exposure to different ways of life, and the social 
distinctiveness of those who spend long periods at 
sea. Whether documenting individual experience or 
striving for more universal symbolic representation, 
maritime subject matter evokes the adventure, risk, 
and potential rewards of seafaring. The initial gallery 
dedicated to maritime art presents a selection of 
works that transcend the specific narrative of an 
individual ship. In Icebound Ship, William Bradford 
explores themes of universal significance, such as 
the vastness of the natural world and the vulnerable 
place of humanity within it. 


Further explored in the maritime art installations are 
the materials, techniques, and visual vocabulary 
adopted by artists working on ships or in port towns. 
Many of these artists, often self-taught, created 
objects that gave expression to personal and com- 
munity experiences. Scrimshaw, for example, is 
made of materials available to whalemen, and often 
illustrates topics of interest to men who lived on 
board whaleships for years at a time. Other objects 
incorporate ropework or stitching, essential skills of 
the career mariner. The challenge of working the 
seas has also inspired an array of specialized tools 
and techniques to maximize efficiency and minimize 
risk. Shipbuilders, navigators, and inventors often 
infused their instruments, models, charts, and plans 
with decorative refinements to convey their symbolic 
importance to the maritime endeavor. 


For the connoisseur, a gallery dedicated to ship por- 
traiture presents the most specialized genre of mar- 


itime art in a setting that fosters careful inspection 
and comparison between artists and schools. These 
paintings celebrate their intended vessels, carefully 
placing them within constructed compositions and 
in specific situations, often with nautical and cultural 
accuracy. A great deal of maritime art possesses 
underlying themes that commemorate the achieve- 
ments of people and nations, but may not be as 
detail-oriented in regard to the ships. 


While many works made at sea celebrate personal 
experiences, acting as mementos of distant lands 
and important experiences, a large component of 
contemporary marine art addresses nostalgic 
themes, focusing on the seafaring life of previous 
times. Whether employing a retrospective or con- 
temporary view, the most powerful of these images 
contribute to the iconography of a national identity. 


Both the sea and seafaring figure prominently in 

the cultural identities of Europe and America. The 
refurbished maritime galleries offer an opportunity 
for closer examination of the cultural underpinnings 
of much of this art associated with the sea. Between 
the sixteenth and the nineteenth centuries, global 
voyages by Europeans raised great public curiosity 
about the places and people encountered. Images 
of the world beyond were enormously popular, no 
matter how inaccurate or contrived. Images of mass 
popular appeal often emphasize adventure, whether 
marvelous or tragic. Partly romantic, partly terrifying, 
boldly contrived illustrations such as those used to 
embellish novels or for naval recruitment have 
defined seafaring for the majority of people with 

no personal experience of it.

Maritime art traditionally reflects the influence of 
seafaring life on those who created, commissioned, 
and collected it. Visitors to the new maritime art and 
history galleries will discover the finest examples of 
their type in an environment that stimulates exami- 
nation, comparison, and analysis.

Yin Yu Tang 

One of the most exciting elements of the new muse- 
um is Yin Yu Tang, a merchant's house from the late 
Qing dynasty (1644-1911). From southern China’s 
Anhui Province, Yin Yu Tang is the only structure of 
its kind in the United States. Situated on the muse- 
um campus, it stands as a finely crafted example of 
vernacular Chinese architecture. It also affords a 
unique opportunity for cultural understanding. 
Enriched with a wealth of documents, letters, posses- 
sions, and family histories, Yin Yu Tang opens a win- 
dow on the changing lives, values, and traditions of 
its inhabitants over the course of two hundred years, 
from the intricately carved latticework announcing 
the affluence of the first owner to inscriptions 
chalked on the walls that echo slogans from the

who contributed greatly to the understanding of 
Japanese culture in the United States. Contemporary 
art, including works by ceramic artists and printmak- 
ers, also plays a role in the installation. Visitors to the 
new gallery can see ceramics (including examples of 
seventeenth-century Arita ware), lacquerware, metal- 
work, netsuke, screens, masks, and woodblock prints, 
as well as changing installations of scrolls and flower 
arrangements exhibited in the custom-built tokono- 
ma display alcove of the type found in Japanese 
reception rooms. 


Drawing on the museum’s ever-expanding collec- 
tion, the new gallery continues to focus on aesthetic 
distinction as a vehicle for understanding and experi- 
encing Japanese art and culture. For example, the 
gallery regularly pairs objects that came to the muse- 
um under Morse’s guidance with more recent acqui- 
sitions that display the same qualities of intricacy, 
refinement, simplicity, or splendor. Future plans call 
for taking Morse’s initiative in new directions to 
explore video arts, multimedia works, and other 
modern Japanese artistic expressions. 


Korean Gallery 

The Yu Kil-Chun Gallery, named for a member of the 
first Korean delegation to the United States (1883), 
honors one of the founding donors to the museum's 
collection of Korean art. By focusing on Yu Kil-Chun’s 
important early donations, the gallery explores two 
principal functions of nineteenth-century Korean art: 
to elevate the secular world and to communicate 
with the sacred. Works from the royal court, the gen- 
try, and the emerging middle class exhibit a range of 
forms and techniques, including exquisitely painted 
screens, neatly embroidered textiles, and elegant 
porcelains. 


Indian Art 

The Peabody Essex has been acquiring contempo- 
rary Indian art for 200 years, and the recent gift of 

the Davida and Chester Herwitz collection makes a 
wonderful addition to the museum’s holdings. The 
collection, shown in changing exhibitions in a new 
2,800-square-foot gallery, encompasses more than 
1,000 works from the second half of the twentieth 


century. It includes masterworks by M. F. Husain, 
Manjit Bawa, Tyeb Mehta, and Ganesh Pyne, as well 
as works from younger artists such as Atul Dodiya, 
Rekha Rodwittiya, and Ravinder Reddy. A variety of 
media, including oil painting, works on paper, and 
sculpture, testify to the energetic, diverse, and inventive 
pool of artists that attracted the Herwitzs’ attention. 


South Asian Collection 

Next to the gallery of contemporary Indian art is the 
new South Asian gallery. The first exhibition explores 
the theme of Heroes, Guardians, and Saviors. 
Drawing on a collection of several thousand objects, 
the museum showcases images of Mahatma Gandhi, 
Mother Theresa, Hanuman, and other cultural icons 
that reveal a broad array of creative influence and 
artistic patronage in India. 


The new Asian galleries at the Peabody Essex 
Museum are a tribute to the remarkably diverse and 
dynamic cultures of China, India, Korea, and Japan, 
and the museum’s exhibition schedule underscores 
its continuing dedication to Asian art. Now in its 
third century, the profound relationship between the 
museum and Asia is illuminated in a provocative 
redesign that honors the importance of the muse- 
um’s export art collection while challenging it with 
new ideas drawn from the most contemporary 
expressions from these cultures.
